Applicant argument filed on 04-28-2008 is convincing. As argued by applicant on pages 
3 and 4, applicant has amended abstract and drawing per objection; therefore objection to 
abstract and drawing are withdrawn; which puts this application is in condition for allowance in 
accordance with the practice under Ex parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213. 

The cited prior art on 892's and 1449's fail to recite or disclose all the other limitations 
of the independent claim in combination with uniquely distinct features of underlined bold 
claims below; 

a first display mode for dividing one flame period into a plurality of sub-frame 
periods and setting one of lighting and non-lighting to each of the plurality of sub-frame 
periods, and for expressing n-bits gradation (n is a natural number of two or more) in 
accordance with a total lighting time during the one flame period; and a second display 
mode for diyiding one frame period into a plurality of sub-frame periods and setting one of 
lighting and non-lighting to each of the plurality of sub-fame periods the one flame period, 
and for expressing 1-bit gradation in accordance with a total lighting time during the one 
flame period, wherein the display and the display controller are formed over a common 
substrate, wherein the second display mode has a lower voltage for driving the source 
signal line driver circuit and the gate signal line driver circuit than the first display mode, 
and wherein the first and second display modes are controlled by the display controller.
